5. SUMMARY OF CLAIMED SUBJECT MATTER 

Independent Claim 1 - Application paragraphs 0008, 0020-0024, 0076-0092; Figures 1 A, IB, 
9 A, 9B 

Independent claim 1 includes a method including performing (86, 92) at least one 
automated process to generate geolocation information for the network address, determining (88, 
94) whether the at least one automated process generated satisfactory geolocation information for 
the network address, and if the automated process did not generate satisfactory geolocation 
information for the network address, then forwarding (98) of the network address for manual 
resolution. 

Independent Claim 15 - Application paragraphs 0017, 0020-0024, 0076-0092: Figures 1 A, IB, 
9 A, 9B 

Independent claim 15 includes a geolocation system (10) including a first system (7) to 
receive a network address and a second system (12) to perform at least one automated process to 
generate geolocation information for the network address, to determine whether the geolocation 
information generated by the at least one automated process for the network address is 
satisfactory, and, if the geolocation information for the network address is not satisfactory, to 
forward the network address for manual resolution. 
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Independent Claim 29 - Application paragraphs 0008. 0020-0024, 0076-0092; Figures 1 A, IB, 
9A, 9B 

Independent claim 29 includes a machine-readable medium (522) storing a set of 
instructions (524) that, when executed by a machine, cause the machine to perform a method that 
includes performing (86, 92) at least one automated process to generate geolocation information 
for the network address, determining (88, 94) whether the geolocation information generated for 
the network address by the at least one automated process is satisfactory, and if the automated 
process did not generate satisfactory geolocation information for the network address, then 
forwarding (98) of the network address for manual resolution. 

Independent Claim 30 - Application paragraphs 0008, 0020-0024, 0076-0092. 0129-0137; 
Figures 1A, IB, 9A, 9B 

Independent claim 30 includes a geolocation system (10) including a first means (7) for 
saving a network address, and second means (12) for performing (86, 92) at least one automated 
process to generate geographic location information for the network address, for determining (88, 
94) whether the geographic location information generated by the at least one automated process 
is satisfactory, and, if the automated process did not generate satisfactory geolocation information 
for the network address, for forwarding (98) the network address for manual resolution. 

This summary does not provide an exhaustive or exclusive view of the present subject 
matter, and Appellants refer to the appended claims and its legal equivalents for a complete 
statement of the invention.
